Our ILLusTRATION of ‘The Battle of Rome” will be found 
faithful to the events described. The loss of the French 
general, as stated in his bulletin, is only about 200 killed; but 
it is supposed that they amount really to five times the number, 
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The determination of the Romans may be conjectured from 
the following in the Jtalia del Popolo :—‘ Surround, surround 
Rome with a circle of fire; still Rome will resist as long as she

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 


Our President has anything but a bed of roses, He pays the 
penalty of his high position, and has to bear the brunt of more 
virulent opposition than any other country could parallel. The 
mixture of the monkey and the tiger in the Proudhons and their 
clique is more and more manifest; and in the savage proposition 
to impeach the President and his Ministers, they have exhibited 
all their most detestable qualities. The last number of the 
Démocratie Pacifique was seizcd at its office, at the Post-office, and 
in the public streets—and very properly, too—for its rabid article 
on this new topic. 

Soon after I despatched my last it became known that the 
utmost efforts were made by the secret societies to get up a 
hostile manifestation, and that it would have inevitably taken place 
if even 10,000 men could have been induced to descend into the 
streets; but that all the efforts of the ruffian leaders were useless, 
owing to the indisposition of the majority of the people to renew a 
conflict which has already cost them so dear. In truth, Paris has 
once more escaped a great danger. Men wearing scarfs were 
seen to appear numerously in the streets, enticing the working 
people on to the Boulevards, and imposing upon the army. But 
courage was wanting at the moment of execution. Lagrange was 
right when he said to some of his colleagues, ‘‘If I go down into 
the streets you will not follow me.’’ The postponement must be 
considered as a defeat; for dead conspiracies are never resuscitated. 
In these painful agonies in which the Revolutionists make us live, 
there are two just causes of confidence—the want of courage in the 
chiefs; and the defection of that portion of the working men who 
are averse to pillage and to a new revolution, and who wish no 
longer to be made stepping-stones. for the ambitious. The energy 
of General Changarnier causes great hesitation in the camp of the 
Revolutionists. They know that hfe, at all events, is not the man 
to lose twenty-four hours in ruminating over a plan of concen- 
tration, but will, a¢ once, take the most energetic measures for 
repressing every attempt at riot. ; 

-The cholera has been mowing down its hundreds here. The 
celebrated Madame Recamier, and Madame de Rumigny, the wife 
of the general, Louis Philippe’s attached friend, have just died: 
the former, of this terrible scourge. 

The President has been personally assaulted. A few days ago, 
as he was out riding near Suresnes, a man named Bourreau, living 
at Passy, rushed towards him and struck his horse a violent blow 
on the head. He succeeded in escaping, but was retaken next day 
in a wood, where he had concealed himself. It was ascertained 
that he had sold a carabine to a dealer named Bacherot, Boulevard 
de Monceau, 34. The police went there to seize the carabine, and, 
to their surprise, discovered a perfect arsenal, there being not fewer 
than 200 muskets, 400 swords, blunderbusses, and even small cannon, 
secreted in the house. All these weapons were seized, and Bacherot 
was arrested. But desperadoes are by no means scarce here. 

During the féte last week, the police agents recognised a well- 
known forgat, named Godmus, just liberated from the bagne at 
Brest. He was attired with great elegance, and wore the ribbon 
of the Legion of Honour. Knowing that he was of extraordinary 
strength, and that he carried arms, all the police agents rushed on 
him at once. The man succeeded in drawing a pistol from his 
pocket, but it was wrested from him. A struggle then took place, 
in the course of which he bit off a finger of one of the officers. 
Finding that he was about to be overpowered he cried to the crowd 
that he was an insurgent of June, and entreated them not to allow 
a political offender to be ill treated. He was, however, secured, 
and taken to the Prefecture. A pistol loaded to the mouth, a 
dagger, and a knife, were found on him, as were also some papers, 
which, it was rscertained, had been taken from the residence of a 
M. Porchereau, Rue St. Antoine, where a burglary had been com- 
mitted. At the bagne the prisoner was an object of terror to his 
fellow-convicts, and shortly after his release he attempted to murder 
a gentleman named Rondeau. 

Paris is perfectly quiet to-day, and the elections have so far 
terminated comfortably. :

ALMANACK FOR THE WEEK.—May. 
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CHARITY AND JUSTICE. 

THERE are notwo qualities more confounded than those whose 
names we have placed at the head of this article. Wherever 
law does not compel our acts, we conceive them to be volun- 
tary; and what is not enforced by act of Parliament, proceeds, 
according to our notions, from the mere bounty of the indi- 
vidual. But this is a great blunder. Whatever we can do for 
the benefit of others, we are bound to do, because the interests 
of all classes, and of every individual, are mutually dependent 
on one another ; and there is no comfort or privilege we enjoy 
but is derived as much from the exertions of others as from 
our own. ‘The wealth which glitters around us, in every 
imaginable form of splendour, was created by the poverty from 
whose rags or disease we avert our eyes in disgust. It arose 
out of the industry of men and women, for whose age we have 
provided the workhouse; and yet the name of pauper is, in 
the minds of the ignorant—a larger class than is generally 
supposed-- a term of reproach. The loaf of bread is” doled 
out to him as if he were an encumbrance, and not a man 
receiving from his country the ‘‘urrE’’ WHICH HE HAS EARNED 
WITH HI LABOUR. 

These notions, however, are going out. We only look for 
them amongst the vulgar and the ignorant, both high and low. 
And in the honour of preducing a better state of opinions, we 
know of no man who has so large a share as the Prince 
Consort. The speech of his Royal Highness, delivered at the 
Hanover-square Rooms on Wednesday last, will be read with 
a respect for the spirit of manliness which it breathes through- 
out, as well as for those great results which we may look to 
see flow from his illustrious patronage. The occasion was a 
meeting on behalf of the ‘‘ United Servants’ Provident and 
Benevolent Society,’’—a society founded to enable domestic ser- 
vants to secure annuities for themselves in old age on Government 
security ; endowments for their children at fourteen or twenty-one 
years of age; a sum of money at death to cover the expense of 
burial ; a home for female servants out of place ; a model lodging- 
house for male servants ; and to establish a public registry. 

‘The object,” said the Prince, ‘‘ for which we have met here 
this day is not one of charity! Our object in meeting here is 
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to afford friendly assistance and advice to a large and import 
ant class of our fellow-countrymen—the domestic servants 
of this country. (Cheers.) Who would not feel the deepest 
interest in the welfare of the domestic servant? Whose heart 
would fail to sympathize with those who minister to us for all 
the wants of daily life, who attend us during sickness, who 
recelve us upon our first appearance in this world, and extend 
their care even to our mortal remains?’’ (Loud cheers, ) 

These are words which do more men honour than rank does 
them; and it is the fact that, whenever occasion offers, his 
Royal Highness never fails to stand forward and speak out like 
a man of heart as well as understanding ; it is that fact, more 
than his dignified position, which has procured for him the 
love as well as the respect of his adopted country. 

We cannot in our limited space do more than allude to the 
treasurer's report. In it will be found the necessities which 
have given rise to the society, as well as its past transactions 
and hopes for the future. But we earnestly recommend every 
housekeeper to acquaint herself with the particulars of this 
society ;* and we apply to them the words which Prince Albert 
addressed to the meeting as it was about to separate :—‘‘ Let 
me remind you that upon you it depends to make the words 
which have fallen on this occasion ‘realities of life,’ and to 
carry into effect those recommendations which have fallen from 
this platform.” 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, their lordships went into 
committee on the Irish Rate-in-Aid Bill, and, after one or two 
amendments had been agreed to, the bill passed through com- 
mittee. : 

On Tuesday, Lord Stanley called the attention of Earl Grey to 
the alarming accounts which had arrived from Canada.—Earl Grey 
replied, that he had received a despatch from Lord Elgin, which 
would be laid before the House when it next met. It would appear 
from that communication that Lord Elgin had acted throughout 
with his accustomed judgment and good sense, and that, although 
a riot of a very aggravated nature had certainly taken place at Mon- 
treal, there was no reason to apprehend a war of races.—The Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, in answer to Lord Brougham, stated that, 
though considerable bodies of Russian troops had crossed the 
Austrian frontier at the request of the Austrian Government, he 
did not think, under the circumstances, that England was bound 
to interfere in the matter. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, on the order of the day 
for going into committee on the Land Improvement and Drainage 
(Ireland) Bill, Mr. Roebuck seized the opportunity, as the fittest, 
to express his opinion regarding the policy of the Government 
towards Ireland.—The Parliamentary Oaths Bill was proceeded 
with.—Lord Palmerston obtained leave to bring in a bill to legalize 
marriages in the houses of British Consuls abroad. 

On Tuesday, Lord John Russell, in reply to a question put by 
Mr. Herries, stated that a despatch had been received, about an 
hour before, from the Governor-General of Canada, relative to the 
serious events which had occurred at Montreal, and that this docu- 
ment should be laid before the House with the least possible delay. 

On Wednesday the Canada papers were laid upon the table, and 
gave rise to much conversation.—Lord J. Russell gave notice that 
on Friday he would move the expulsion of Mr. S. O’Brien. 

On Thursday, Mr. Hudson, Mr. Waddington, and Mr. Bagshaw 
defended themselves against the allegations which had been made 
against them by certain Railway Boards, 


RIOTS IN CANADA. 

The turbulent spirit which has for the last twelve months so 
seriously affected the quiet of all Europe, except our own loved 
country, and which, unhappily, appears still to be far from a state 
of repose, has been wafted by the late prevalent east winds to the 
comparatively tranquil regions of the west; and Montreal, though 
in a far less degree than the capital of the old world, has seen in its 
streets something of the riot and disturbance which have prevailed 
in Paris and elsewhere. ‘The House of Assembly has been burned, 
and the Governor, the representative of her Majesty, has been 
pelted with stones and—with less honourable missiles—eggs; one 
of the former struck his head, one of the latter his cheek. We are, 
however, fortunately enabled to state that no lives were lost, Pre- 
viously to giving an account of this deplorable émeute we will, for 
the sake of those readers whose recollection of events which took 
place twelve years ago may not be very clear, briefly relate the cir- 
cumstances which led to the passing of the bill which caused the 
present outbreak, 

As long since, then, as 1837 a rebellion broke out in Lower 
Canada, originating with a party hostile to the British Government. 
The then governor, aided by the troops and the loyal inhabitants 
of the upper province, proceeded against the rebels, and in a few 
days suppressed the rebellion. The rebels, chiefly French Cana- 
dians, were beaten at all points, and their property, as was the 
necessary consequence of the war, received great injury from the 
fire of the Queen’s troops. Some houses were destroyed, others 
seriously damaged. Shortly after this the two provinces were 
united, and a constitution established as analogous to our own as 
the circumstances of the colony would admit. ‘The result of this 
was that the French party, as it was called, obtained a superiority 
of members in the House of Assembly, and it was thoucht aesirable 
that an act should be passed giving pecuniary recompense to those 
whose property suffered by the rebellion of 1837-8 ; a bill was 
accordingly proposed, and carried by large majorities in the two 
branches of the local Parliament: the British section, as it has 
been unfortunately denominated, being in the minority. The bill 
provided that compensation should be made to those whose property 
suffered, and of course among this number were many who had an 
actual share in the rebellion. It is alleged, and probably with 
truth, that the victorious party in 1837-8 did, after the rebellion 
was put down, wantonly fire houses and destroy property; and for 
this uncalled-for destruction a compensation was more especial] 
called for. In order to give an opportunity for future revision of 
the bill at home, no money can be paid under it fora considerable 
period; so that, to quote the words of Lord Elgin’s despatch, « Her 
Majesty’s power of disallowance can be exercised with effect, should 
her Majesty be so advised, notwithstanding the course which I 
have taken.” 

With these preliminary remarks we proceed to give a condensed 
account of the late transaction from the despatch of Lord Elgin to 
Lord Grey :— nh 

“ My Lord,—I regret to state that rioting, attended with some 
consequences much to be regretted, though happily with no injury 
to life, or, except in one instance, to person, has taken place in the 
city of Montreal during the last few days. 

“In consequence of the unexpected arrival of vessels with 
merchandise at the port of Quebec, it became necessary for me to 
proceed, on a short notice, to Parliament, in order to give the royal 
assent toa Custom Bill which had that day passed the Legislative 
Council; and to dispose, at the same time, of the other acts in 
which the two branches of the local Parliament had at an earlier 
period of the session concurred, and which still awaited my decision.

ROYAL ACADEMY. 
(Second Notice.) 

The works of Elmore and Egg are amongst the foremost, in this 
year’s collection, in point of interest of subject and talent in execu- 
tion. The former exhibits a very powerful picture, No. 23, ‘ Reli- 
gious Controversy in the Time of Louis XIV.’ It represents one 
of those theological disputes, so common to that period, with great 
effect. The composition is well arranged; the colouring rich and 
harmonious. The figures are also well drawn, and the various 
expressions of the characters finely conceived and executed. 

Mr. Egg’s large picture of * Henrietta Maria in Distress, relieved 
by Cardinal De Retz,’ is equally well painted, and every way worthy 
of his rising reputation; and his smaller performance, No. 473, 
‘ Launce’s Substitute for Proteus’s Dog,’ is quite a masterpiece of 
art. Landseer never painted a more intelligent animal. The 
figures are gracefully arranged, and the whole picture is most 
exquisitely finished. 

We miss from the walls the talented pencil of Maclise, and also 
have to regret that Mulready has nothing to support his high posi- 
tion; he only exhibits one small subject in oil, which is not at all 
worthy of his name; the other is a sketch in crayons, and a clever 
subject. We can only regret that he did not transfer it to canvas 
instead of the former unsatisfactory production. 


outline. It depicts a young 
man awakened to a sense of 
his sins by his guardian angel. 
The subject is finely conceived 
and ably executed, and shows, 
as does all this clever artist 
paints, a mind of fine, pure

The subject depicted 
is Christ in the wilderness. ‘‘The foxes have holes, the birds of 
the air nests, but the Son of Man hath not where to lay his head.” 

n the treatment of this sublime subject the artist displays deep 
thought and fine feeling. It is night in the desert. The dusky 
shapes around are indistinctly visible. Above is the dark blue sky 
sparkling with stars. These are but accessories to the figure, 
seated in the left foreground of the picture in profound resignation. 
The solitude of the scene is vividly realized, and the picture is cal- 
culated to make a lasting impression on the minds of all who stand 
before the picture in contemplation of the sufferings and privations 
of the great Apostle of Truth and the Saviour of fallen man. 


We are Bony we cannot say much in favour of Mr. Patten’s 
large work, ‘ The Destruction of Idolatry | in England.’ Some of 
the figures are well drawn, and the colouring is good, particularly 
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in parts; but the arrangement of the whole composition is unsatis- 
factory, and the drawing of the horse very inferior. 

Mr. D. Roberts exhibits a very large painting of ‘ The Destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem by Titus ;’ and it is remarkable for the skill and 
knowledge, not only of its wonderful architectural details, but for 
the spirit and animation thrown into the attack of the Roman 
legions. 

‘Mr. E. M. Ward has a very clever picture of‘ Daniel Defoe, and 
the Manuscript of Robinson Crusoe.” Hazlitt says :—‘* The manu- 
script of ‘ Robinson Crusoe’ passed through the whole circle of 
the trade before it could find a purchaser; when at length 
accepted, the sale was so immediate and rapid, that no less than 
four editions were published in as many months.” Booksellers 
are not always the best judges of what will take with the public. 
The writer of this knows for a fact that the popular periodical of 
Punch was offered to almost every influential publisher in Lon- 
don, and not one was at the time of opinion that such a work could 
succeed; it has since then, besides paying the highest prices for 
literary and artistic talent, realized for the proprietors £10,000 per 
annum ! 

There are many other pictures, as also portraits and landscape 
subjects, in this collection of great merit, which we must leave till

The Duchess of North- 
umberland had also extended her patronage to the institution, and 
had become one of the vice-patronesses, as well as a member of the 
jadies’ committee. The establishment at Richmond contained 83 
inmates, orphans of officers of various grades in the Royal Navy 
and Marines; 56 of the pupils were on the establishment, at the 
reduced charge of twelve guineas per annum; and 27 were paying 
thirty guineas per annum. At the last annual election, held last 
June, 9 out of 34 candidates were elected into the school. Since 
the election three of the unsuccessful candidates had succeeded to 
vacancies. The committee had determined upon placing the 
children of naval engineers within the same rule which extended to 
the other ranks of the Navy, agreeably to recent regulations of the 
Board of Admiralty. According to the financial statement, the 
total receipts for the year amounted to £4259. 18s., which included 
annual subscriptions, £1277. Payments by pupils, £1539, &c. 
Deducting the expenditure, a balance of £562. 10s. remained in 
hand. The report, as well as resolutions in accordance, were agreed 
to, and the meeting separated. 


THe Crry Warp Scnooxis.—On Sunday the Lord 
Mayor, sheriffs, under-sheriffs, and their ladies, attended divine 
service in full state at the church of Allhallows, Barking, in the 
ward of Tower, to hear a sermon preached by the Right lev. the 
Lord Bishop of London, in aid of the funds of the charity schools 
of the said ward, when the munificent sum of £150 was collected. 
In this school 120 children of both sexes are clothed and educated, 
and within the last two years the directors have added to this insti- 
tution an infant school, wherein sixty children, from three to seven 
years of age, are received and prepared for the senior schools, and 
are thus prevented from swelling the number of poor children who 
infest our streets and increase the sad calendars of our criminal 
courts. 


St. BARTHOLOMEW’s HospiTrau.—The annual review of 
the patients of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital took place last week by 
the governors, accompanied by several distinguished visitors, who 
were highly gratified with the extreme cleanliness of the wards, 
the comforts of the poor patients, and the general excellent con- 
dition of the hospital. In 1848 the number of patients relieved 
amounted to 71,573, of which 5826 were in-patients. 


Mount St. Bernarp Hospicr, AND LEICESTER- 
SQUARE SOUP-KITCHEN.—We regret to hear that the committee 
connected with this valuable institution will be under the painful 
necessity of withholding all further relief to the poor, in conse- 
quence of the funds being completely exhausted.

TEN THousAND Pounps ror A FREE Scuoou.—The 
town of Dudley is likely to have a good free school, through the 
liberality of the late Mr. D. Parsons, of that town. That gentle- 
man bequeathed £10,000, to be paid after the death of his sister, 
for establishing and supporting a school for the education of poor 
bays and girls (the children of parishioners of the town, or residing 
within four miles), in writing, reading, arithmetic, sewing, and 
knitting, and in clothing the same boys and girls, who are to be 
supplied every Sunday with a penny loaf and a small piece of 
cheese. The testator’s sister having died a fortnight ago, the 
school will, it is expected, soon be in operation. 


SerzurE oF Firearms at Huuu.—A few days since 
the officers of her Majesty’s Customs at Hull seized no less than 
eleven cases, said to contain nearly 300 stand of firearms, that 
were brought for shipment on board one of the steamers to Ham- 
burg; no doubt intended for the Germans or Danes. 


THE MurRDERs By Polson IN Sussex.—On Tuesday at 
nine o’clock, the coroner’s inquiry concerning these mysterious 
murders by poisoning was formally resumed. Benjamin Geer- 
ing, the son, who survived the dose of poison administered to 
him, it is said, by his mother, Mary Ann Geering, was called and 
examined. Frederick .Fermagan, wheelwright, living at Rye, 
deposed to hearing very bad expressions on the part of the 
woman Geering towards the ‘‘old man,” the deceased; they 
frequently quarrelled about money matters—the ‘* old man” com- 
plaining of her conduct in squandering his money, and he had 
frequently heard her say that she wished he might be brought home 
dead. Jane Haton’s testimony was to the same effect.

MELANCHOLY AccipDENT.—According to the Sherborne 
Journal, as aman named James Dance was washing sheep belong- 
ing to Mr. S. R. Williams, in the river Lugg, near to Marden 
Church, the sheep which he was then washing slipped out of his 
arms and proceeded to cross the river to the opposite bank. The 
unfortunate man went to follow the animal, when he was drawn 
into a whirlpool, and immediately sank to rise no more. Two men, 
named William Barber and James Newton, and two of deceased’s 
children, were present when the accident occurred, and Barber, in 
a gallant attempt to rescue the deceased, had a narrow escape of 
his own life. Deceased was a sober, industrious, and respectabie 
man, and has left a wife and six small children.

Monday afternoon last two navigators quarrelled in a public-house 
at Bowling, near Bradford, when they turned out into the street to 
fight the matter out. One of them kicked the other so dreadfully 
that he died the next day; and, at the inquest held on Tuesday 
evening, the jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ Manslaughter ”’ agains 
the survivor, who was committed to York Castle for trial. Imme- 
diately after the inquest the jury retired to get some refreshments, 
and whilst so engaged one of them, a Mr. Thomas Houldsworth, 
suddenly fell from his chair, and, ere he could be conveyed to his 
own house, the vital spark had fled.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 


The Lottery of Marriage. A Novel, in 3vols. By Mrs. Trollope. 
Colburn. 

We briefly alluded to this book in our last number, and we 
now return to it confirmed in the impression that it is not the 
best novel we have had from the same pen. The style is dif- 
fuse, and the characters not new; yet there is force in the 
dressing up of old materials, and perhaps it is not fair to expect 
more in these book-making days. A Dickens or a Thackeray 
are accidents that befal us but once in an age; nor can we 
command a Mrs, Gore or Ellis at every turn, We look in vain 
here for the cutting point of the former, or the poetical common 
sense of the latter. But it is only justice to repeat that Mrs. 
Trollope has written better novels than this. 

To detail the plot would be to anticipate whatever interest 
these three volumes may possess for our readers; we therefore 
turn back to the first volume for an extract, which may be 
accepted as a fair specimen of the best passages. Charles and 
Fanny Thornton are endeavouring to find a path over the Cliff 
(Dover) down to the beach. There is a similar and infinitely 
finer effect produced in “The Antiquary;’’ but then—Scott 
wrote “The Antiquary ” :— 

‘‘ For a short time they made some zig-zag progress downwards 
safely enough, but long ere they reached the bottom they discovered 
that the appearance which Charles had mistaken for a path was 
but an accidental patch of barrenness, and that nothing less sure 
and light-footed than a goat could either get up or get down from 
the spot where they then stood, without some difficulty and some 
danger. 

Te My darling Fanny!’ said the boy, looking anxiously in her 
face, ‘you must not get frightened, orI shall get frightened too. 
I can’t bear to leave you, for fear I should not be able to get back 
to you again ; and yet, perhaps, the best thing to do would be for 
me to explore a little, both up and down, in order to find out what 
would be safest for you. What shall I do, Fanny? Stay or go?’ 

‘«¢ Stay, Charles! I don’t feel much frightened as long as we are 
together ; but Ithink I should feel very giddy if I had not your 
arm to lean upon.’ 

‘* « Hold fast, then, Fanny! Give me your parasol,—never mind 
the sun! You must have your other hand ready to catch at the 
bushes when you can find them, and even at the long grass, or a 
jutting fragment of stone, if you find you are slipping,’ 

‘Fanny gave up her parasol, clung firmly to her brother’s arm, 
and very literally obeyed his instructions by catching at everything 
which presented itself that might keep her steady in her downward 
path. In this manner they proceeded, not without difficulty, but 
without accident, to within about fifty feet of the path that ran 
along the bottom of the cliff; but here they were obliged to pause, 
and take counsel together, as to what they were to do next, for at 
this point their situation became rather embarrassing. To turn 
back again now was of course not to be thought of, and the fifty 
feet which separated them from the point they wished to reach 
presented what was pretty nearly a perpendicular precipice. 

‘‘ Charles now felt thoroughly frightened, and positively turned 
pale as he looked over the precipice upon the very verge of which 
his precious Fanny stood. Not contented with feeling the close 

ressure of her arm, he threw his own around her, and held her 
tight, fixing his own feet as he did so with all possible firmness on 
the morsel of pretty nearly level ground on which they stood. 

‘* Had he been alone, he could easily, by the help of his sailor 
habits and youthful agility, have scrambled his way along till some 
spot, offering a less perilous descent, presented itself. But the 
situation, which would have been but a joke without her, was 
becoming every moment more seriously alarming with her, for she 
trembled from head to foot, and as he felt this he trembled too. 

‘For a few minutes, which seemed to them like so many hours, 
they remained thus, without speaking a word; and then Charles 
had the great comfort of descrying the figure of a gentleman 
Pees along the beach, so nearly in a line with them as to give 

im hopes of making his voice heard by him. 

‘* He immediately uttered a long stout halloo, the result of which 
was that the gentleman immediately stood still and looked up, and 
at one and the same instant the brother and sister recognised 
Augustus Oglevie, and Augustus Oglevie recognised them! 

“He instantly approached as near to the cliff as he could do, 
without permitting it to shield him from their sight, and this 
enabled him very soon to comprehend the perilous nature of their 
position. No sooner was this accomplished by the gestures and 
the partly intelligible words of Charles, than Fanny suddenly 
became more inclined to bless than bewail the danger which beset 
her; for it was quite impossible not to interpret aright the various 
eloquent gesticulations by which Augustus expressed the agonizing 
alarm with which it inspired him. — 

“For a moment he stood with his clasped hands pressed against 
his forehead, evidently meditating what steps he should take in the 
terrible emergency; then suddenly changing his attitude, and 
using his two hands as a speaking trumpet, he vociferated the 
words ‘Stand still,’ and instantly disappeared within the shelter 
of the cliff. : 

“Charles, greatly comforted, prepared himself to obey; while 
Fanny, now quivering with delight, rather than trembling any 
longer from fear, began to fancy that the standing still as a statue 
upon the verge of a precipice was one of the most delicious 
Sensations in the world. 

‘‘The feeling of comfort, and the feeling of delight also, began, 
however, to wear off a little, before they either saw or heard any 
more of the individual who had excited both; but, ere their patience 
was SO much exhausted as to lead them to disobey the injunction 
they had received to remain in statu quo, a voice was heard, not 
from below, but considerably above them; and, upon looking up, 
they perceived a man in the garb of a common labourer, standing 
about twenty feet above their heads, with a coil of stout rope in his 
hands. 

‘The place on which he stood was one of comparative security; 
so much so, indeed, that, had the ascent back to it been less difficult, 
Charles would before have proposed returning to it, for the purp ose 

of deliberating more at their ease, upon the possibility of getting 


upon a safer track. But the side of the cliff was so very steep at 
this point, that how they got safely down from the level upon which 
the man stood, to the far narrower space upon which they were 
themselves stationed, was a wonder; and the climbing up it again 
had seemed to him an enterprise quite beyond the power of Fanny 
to achieve. 

“But the case was greatly altered when the man above them, 
having arranged a sliding noose at the end of his rope, cast it down 
to them with so much skill as to bring it to their feet; his voice at 
the same time instructing them to pass the noose over the head and 
arms of the young miss, so as to enable her to arrange it round her 
waist. 

‘** Now then, climb away, miss!’ he cried, as soon as this 
operation was performed, ‘and I will have you standing alongside 
of me in a minute, steep as it looks; and then you and I, between 
us, will haul up the young gentleman after.’ 

“Fanny obeyed without a moment’s delay, and, with scarcely 
more exertion on her part than might have been required to walk 
across a room, she found herself in good truth standing alongside 
her new friend. 

“The subsequent part of the engagement was performed with 
equal facility, and the brother and sister again stood, arm in arm; 
the ocean apparently at their feet, and a hill, very like a wall, behind 
them. But at their side stood their stout ally with his stout rope, 
and this made a prodigious difference. 

‘«« We had best grapple the young woman again,’ said the man, 
suiting the action to the word, and throwing the noose again round 
the waist of Fanny. 

‘¢¢ And then, if you will follow us, young master, and just mind 
your footing a little, I think I can show you the way to the beach 
safe enough.’ 

‘And, sure enough, the experienced cragsman, who was a fowler 
by profession, piloted them into a path which, if they had had the 
luck to find it themselves, might have been traversed very safely 
even by Fanny, without the assistance of any rope at all.?’

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 


Nos. 1, 2, and 3 of Beethoven’s celebrated Mass in C, for four 
solo voices, and chorus; with an accompaniment for the organ and 
pianoforte. To be completed in eight parts by the lst of May. 
Price 6d. each part. D’Almaine and Co., 20, Soho-square.—To 
speak of the musical merits of this beautiful work were useless; 
they are too well known to the musical world to need one word from 
us. It is printed in a very clear style, and has been carefully cor- 
rected. The size is particularly convenient. Such works as these 
must tend greatly to the advancement of sound musical taste. 

The German Liberty March, and Triumphant Waltz, price 
2s. 6d. Scotland’s Quadrilles, price 3s. The Swiss Alpine Waltz, 
price 3s. And How fine has the Day been, price 2s. 6d. All 
published by S. H. Webb, 33, Soho-square.—The march and waltz, 
by Edward Hetz, are very spirit-stirring, and, at the same time, 
melodious. The ‘‘ Scotland’s Quadrilles’”’ is a selection of Scotch 
airs, arranged in the quadrille form, by R. Macpherson, and answer 
the intended purpose very well. They will be useful to players who 
have not attained the proficiency of a Thalberg. ‘‘ The Swiss 
Alpine Waltzes,” by C. A. Caspar. There are four waltzes in the 
set: three in the key of A flat, and one in E flat. They are com- 
posed in the true Strauss style, and are very pleasing. Some young 
ladies will require a little practice before they can play them per- 
fectly ; but the practice will be fully rewarded by the pleasing effect 
of these dances when wellexecuted. ‘‘ How fine has the Day been.” 
The words by Dr. Watts. Composed by Helen Webb. ‘The words 
of this song possess a charming religious feeling, and have been set 
to music with much taste and feeling by the fair composer. We 
should have preferred a slower time than that marked: andantino 
would be better ; and the last bar but one of the symphony should 
be altered; as it now stands, the full harmony of G, followed by 
that of E minor, causes. fifths ; and the B ascending to the C in the 
treble, as the B in the bass ascends to the C, forms octaves. 

Song of Night. Composed by S. A. Heward. Levesque, Ed- 
meades, and Co., Cheapsice. Price 2s.—How seldom is it our for- 
tunate lot to have the pleasure of calling any new musical compo- 
sition original; but in this charming song we may justly say there 
is originality, and not at the sacrifice of melody. We have not for 
a long time reviewed a work which has better aint to praise. 

The Elfin Farewell. Duet. Words by H. W. Godfrey; com- 
posed by William Wilson. Price 2s. Duncombe and Moon, 17, 
Holborn.—A very pleasing composition, and capable of producing 
an excellent effect. In the eighth bar of the voice part, page 1, the 
accompaniment is wrong: the double notes E G should be F A; 
and in page 3, bar 9, the harmony on the G sharp in the bass should 
be the diminished seventh on that note; thus, the E sharp should 
have been F natural. The voice, too, should not touch the G sharp, 
because it forms octaves with the bass. There should be a pause 
over the voice parts in the last bar of page 38, as well as over the 
accompaniment. The A sharp in the bass, last bar but two, page 4, 
should be omitted. The faults we have pointed out are more the 
offspring of inattention in the corrector of the proof than want of 
knowledge in the composer, and may easily be set right.

Her Masesty’s THEatre.—“ La Cenerentola” was 
performed here on Saturday last, for the reappearance of Alboni.

TABLE TALK. 


A rumour has got abroad that her Majesty will visit the 
Highlands in a few weeks, but it is altogether without foundation. 
Itis true a messenger from Buckingham Palace arrived at Aberdeen 
last week, and proceeded up Deeside, but his mission was connected 
with no greater affair than the measuring of the fireplaces for 
grates, and making some arrangements about the cooking appa- 
ratus. Among other absurdities that have been going the round 
of the papers is a statement that £20,000 is expending on the Castle 
of Balmoral. The time may come, perhaps (if Balmoral be pur- 
chased by her Majesty), that £20,000 may be laid out on the estate 
in one way or other; but we believe, as yet, and so far as the castle 
is concerned, £2000 is much nearer the mark. 


A package containing dresses for her Majesty the Queen, 
and addressed to the care of the Viscountess Canning, has arrived 
at the port of Southampton, by the Euxine steamer, from Constan- 
tinople. It was immediately forwarded to London by the authori- 
ties at that place for delivery at Buckingham Palace. 


Doctor Pettigrew, in lecturing on the organs of voice, last 
week, exemplified the vocal cords in the human windpipe, and 
remarked on the curious difference of their length: in man nearly 
an inch; in woman rather more than half that length, and in the 
boy not quite so long as in woman. He next described the dis- 
position of the organs of the voice for the production of ventrilo- 
quism, and requested Mr. Wood to give a specimen of the effect, 
which he did, by standing before the fireplace and holding a dialogue 
with a supposed man up the chimney, whose voice was heard to 
diminish and increase as he appeared to ascend and descend. Here 
the second voice is obtained by anindraught of air through the nose, 
acting with the back part of the palate. Dr. Pettigrew then pro- 
ceeded to describe the very extraordinary employment of the organs 
of the voice by Mr. Richmond, whereby he was enabled to sound 
two notes, a bass and treble, at the same time. At his request, 
Mr. Richmond came near the centre of the room, and there gave bass 
and treble together of an air somewhat resembling ‘‘ There is no 
place like home,”’ with great effect, and to the delight of every one. 


Mr. Faraday resumed his course of lectures on Franklinic 
electricity, at the Royal Institution, on Saturday last, his health 
being apparently completely re-established. He alluded in the 
introduction to the gratifying consideratiou which had been shown 
to him by his audience on the last occasion, when they compelled 
him to postpone the lecture, and said he had since foregone all 
engagements, even to the throne, to enable him to resume at the 
earliest time. 


General Bem, in consideration of his distinguished ser- 
vices, has received from the grateful Hungarian nation the grant of 
the domain of Alcsuth. This princely estate, which formerly 
belonged to the late Palatine or Viceroy of Hungary, is situate in 
the fertile county of Stuhlweissenburg, and has always been con- 
sidered one of the best managed and most productive estates in the 
kingdom. It is worth about £200,000.

That this ‘‘grdce et douceur féminine”’ might have been much 
better employed will, we hope, be sufficiently obvious; and that it 
is so employed in this country is certain; for here the throne, in 
the person of a most amiable, lovely, and accomplished QUEEN, is 
a cynosure to which all eyes are directed, and by which all hearts 
are governed. / 

But, not to be too general in our remarks, we think that much of 
the truly feminine superiority of the English woman, and her greater 
fitness to rule the fashion of the age, is her greater contemplative- 
ness and fondness for the interchange of rural retirement for the 
bruyant gaieties of the metropolis. Quite sure are we that the 
many matchless beauties which we have, so late as the present 
week, witnessed at the gorgeous assembly at Buckingham Palace, 
owe no minor advantages to country air! 

With the fair ones of Paris it is otherwise. Many do not scruple 
to declare that they are wretched away from the Chaussée @ Antin, 
or Rue de Rivoli. Even Madame de Staél, at Geneva, looked with 
indifference on the sublimities by which she was surrounded, and, 
turning away from the lake which Byron has immortalized, used to 
exclaim, with a sigh— Tout ceci ne vaut pas le ruisseau de la Rue 
du Bac!’ Most of her fair countrywomen are of the same opinion, 
though not perhaps au pied ge la lettre, in preferring the rutsseau 
of a street in Paris.

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A NEW SAFETY-LAMP FOR COLLIERS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE LADY’S NEWSPAPER AND PICTORIAL 
TIMES. 

Sir,—I humbly beg the favour of your inserting these remarks 
in some corner of your well-conducted paper; believing that you 
are at all times willing to oblige your correspondents by accepting 
communications of public interest. I should be proud, indeed, if 
I could devise a means of preventing explosions in collieries; so 
many, and such terrible ones, have so lately occurred that it must 
be admitted it is desirable to prevent them. One great cause 
producing these awful accidents is, the want of a lamp that shall 
be quite safe, and give enough light for the colliers to work by. I 
will now shortly describe a lamp which seems to me (when well 
made) likely to answer. I am sure it would be safe; I think it 
would give sufficient light; and also that it could be made for 
little money. you can spare room for engraving the sketch 
enclosed I should be glad. It represents the 
proposed lamp, which is quite of new construc- 
tion, I am convinced. A is a tin globular oil- 
vessel; B, a conical stem for fixing the lamp in 
a candlestick, &c.; C, a border for supporting a 
movable tin shade, H; D, the feeder, with a 
screwcap attached; Z, a fire fixed in, by which 
the wick may be raised, lowered, and trimmed; 
F, a wire-gauze cylinder which screws and un- 
screws, and completely envelops the flame, and 
is covered at the crown with a disc of wire gauze, 
which will allow light to pass upwards as well 
as sideways; G, the wire handle by which the 
lamp can be hung up; H, a tin shade to be 
affixed when the lamp is placed in a draught 
of air, to keep off the wind. A small burner 
will do, of the usual construction. The lamp 
should be large enough to contain oil for a 
day’s consumption, so that when filled and 
lighted in the morning it need not be opened 
again during the day. Supposing every fiery 
pit to be supplied with such lamps, and every 
Collier to use one, I dare say that expiosions would be no more. 
Any of your readers are at liberty to make what they can out

Ripon DIoceEsaAN CHURCH-BUILDING SOCIETY AND BOARD OF Epvu- 
CATION.—The Lord Bishop of Ripon has, during the last fortnight, been on 
a tour throughout his diocese, and has attended fourteen different meetings, 
to endeavour to replenish the exhausted funds of the above societies. 

The Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol has given a donation of £200 towards 
the erection of a training establishment for schoolmistresses in his diocese, 
in connection with the diocese of Oxford, which has undertaken to establish 
a training school for masters. 

ORDINATION AT CHESTER—SUDDEN ILLNESS OF THE BisHorp.—The 
bishop of the diocese held an ordination in the Cathedral Church on Sunday 
morning last. Prayers were said by the Very Rey. the Dean, but the 
service was suddenly interrupted by a most painful occurrence. During the 
chanting of the Venite the bishop was seized with a fainting fit, and sank 
upon the floor of the throne; a great sensation was of course excited ; his 
lordship’s examining chaplain, his secretary, and others immediately went 
to the reverend prelate’s help, and some of the officiating clergy left their 
stalls to send for medical and other assistance. The bishop was taken to 
the palace, and so far recovered afterwards as to be able to re-enter the 
cathedral, and proceed with the whole of the ordination service to the 
Nicene Creed. 

An extensive movement is going on in the principality against the 
appointment of clergy ignorant of the Welsh language.

LAW AND POLICE. 


SMUGGLING. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Foster Newton, extensive milliners, residing at 
No. 9, Dover-street, Piccadilly, London, were summoned at the Dover petty 
sessions, on an information charging them with smuggling, on the 10th of 
April last, one valuable shawl, one lace shawl, and a large quantity of lace, 
&c., value in all £47, 6s., whereby they rendered themselves liable to a 
penalty of treble the value of the goods, viz., £141.—A solicitor of the 
Customs from London appeared to prosecute, but the defendants did not 
attend. ‘The case was, however, proved in their absence, due proof that the 
summons was served upon them, on the 30th of April, having been produced. 
Defendant, it was stated, was in circumstances which required no mitigation, 
being acourt milliner, annually importing large quantities of foreign goods.— 
The bench said, as Mrs. Newton had stated to the officers that she had worn 
the shawl, the treble value of which alone amounted to £23. 2s., it would 
not be liable; and, therefore, giving defendant the benefit of this, inflicted a 
penalty of £118. 16s. 


DEEP DISTRESS, 

At Guildhall, a destitute-looking middle-aged man, giving the name of 
William Price, was charged with stealing four pairs of boots from the shop 
of Mr. Kendall, in Long-lane. The poor creature went into the shop and 
solicited alms; being refused, he took up a bundle of blucher boots, and 
resigned himself into custody.—The prisoner, shedding tears, said he had 
intentionally committed the robbery, as he wanted to be sent to prison to 
get some food. He did not get any at the workhouse, for he was sent from 
one parish to another, but at none of them was his right to relief recognised.— 
Eventually, the poor fellow was taken by an officer to the City union, with 
directions from Sir Chapman Marshall for his instant relief. 


THE ROYAL BELGRAVE LYING-IN INSTITUTION. 

At Marlborough-street, Saturday last was fixed by Mr. Hardwick for 
giving judgment in this case. The defendants, James Locke, sen., and his 
three sons, Edwin James, jun., and George Curtis Locke, for conspiring 
together to obtain money by false and fraudulent pretences, were placed at 
the bar.— Mr. Hardwick, after going over the evidence adduced against the 
prisoners, said that, as there would be a great trouble to parties to come 
forward to prosecute in a criminal court, he would summarily convict the 
prisoners; and they were each committed to the House of Correction for 
three months with hard labour.— Mr. Branscombe, the solicitor of the 
prisoners, intimated that he should appeal against the decision.— The 
prisoners, who appeared very much affected at their situation, were then 
removed from the bar. 


ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE BY A FEMALE. 

At Marylebone, Mary Edmunds, a young woman of careworn and dejected 
appearance, and who i acquired a considerable degree of celebrity as a 
tragic actress at the Theatre Royal, Liverpool, was placed at the bar before 
Mr. Long, charged, under circumstances of a most distressing nature, with 
having attempted to terminate her existence by poison. She had stated to 
a witness that her husband was an actor at Leeds, and that he had cruelly 
treated and deserted her; she had lately pledged nearly the whole of her 
wearing apparel, and upon the proceeds thereof she had for many weeks 
subsisted.—The worthy magistrate asked the prisoner what she had to say 
for herself; and she replied that she was exceedingly sorry for having made 
an attempt upon her own life; her poverty and desertion by her husband had 
driven her to that state of mind that she knew not what she was doing, or 
how to obtain the means of supporting herself; she was now truly penitent, 
and promised faithfully, and in the most fervent manner, that she would 
never make another attempt at self-destruction.—Mrs. Ellis, a truly kind- 
hearted woman, at whose house she had lodged, said that she was willing to 
take charge of the prisoner, and look properly after her, until she could 
obtain the means of providing in some way for herself.—The prisoner, after a 
suitable and most feeling admonition from Mr. Long, was then discharged, 
and left the court with her excellent friend Mrs. Ellis. 


ROBBERY AT 8ST, PANCRAS WORKHOUSE. 

At Clerkenwell, William Jackson was placed at the bar before Mr. 
Combe for final examination, charged by the directors of the poor of St. 
Pancras with having been concerned in a burglary in St. Pancras Workhouse, 
and stealing twenty sovereigns and £155 in silver money. The parish 
authorities were in attendance, and the court was excessively crowded. 
Mr. Prendergast attended for the prosecution, and Mr. Huddlestone for 
the prisoner, ‘The prisoner was brought from the House of Detention ina 
cabriolet, in a very weakly condition, and was allowed a seat, with his 
injured leg placed horizontally on chairs during the investigation. Several 
witnesses were examined, and, the case for the prosecution having closed, 
Mr. Combe said he should commit the prisoner for trial, and, with the usual 
eaution, asked if he would say anything in his defence.— Mr. Huddlestone 
said, if the bench was determined to adopt that course, he would reserve his 
observations and the defence for the prisoner’s trial. ‘The prisoner was, 
accordingly, fully committed for trial. 


DESTITUTION.—ATTEMPTED SUICIDE BY A FEMALE. 

At Southwark, Susan Duffield, a poor emaciated-looking female, was 
bakty at the bar, charged with attempting to commit suicide by throwing 
herself into the Thames.—The prisoner was seen by a policeman to rush 
into the river at London-bridge. He followed quickly, and, with assistance, 
was successful in saving her.—The unfortunate prisoner accounted for her 
rashness by declaring she was in great distress. She had tried various 
modes of obtaining a livelihood, but in vain, and life had become a burden 
to her.—Mr. Secker, after observing upon the impropriety of her conduct, 
said he could not let her go unless some one came forward as surety for her 
future good behaviour.—She was sent to Horsemonger-lane, in default of bail. 


A FURIOUS AND DRUNKEN DRIVER. 

At Lambeth, Zhomas Wren, a ruffianly-looking fellow, was charged with 
driving, when in a state of drunkenness, a horse in a cart laden with bricks 
in so violent a manner as to endanger the lives of several of her Majesty’s 
subjects, but more particularly those of a little girl and child,—Mr, Elliott 
animadverted upon the gross and reckless conduct of the prisoner, and con- 
victed him in a penalty of 40s., or one month’s imprisonment. 

BANK-NOTE ROBBERY. 

At Worship-street, Constance Clare, a rather good-looking young person, 
was finally examined before Mr. Arnold, upon a charge of stealing £25 in 
bank-notes, belonging to Mr.Fossey,a musical string maker in Bethnal- 
green. She was fully committed for trial. 

IMPUDENT ROBBERY. 

At the Thames office, on Saturday last, George Francis, a ruffianly-looking 
young fellow, was charged with aiding and abetting in a robbery, for which 
another man, named Somerfield, was committed on the previous day. It 
appeared that, on the previous Thursday, a Mrs. Brownjohn, residing in 
Wells-street, Wellclose-square, saw Somerfield come out of her house. On 
entering she saw the marks of muddy feet on the carpet in the parlour, and 
discovered that a silver watch, which hung on a nail there, was gone, when 
she gave the alarm, and Somerfield was pursued by a painter named Wright, 
and other persons, who found him immediately after, with his cap off, sitting 
between four women, near the Catholic Chapel, in Pennington-street, and 
trying to look as if he had been there for some time. Wright, however, 
recognised him, and was about to secure him, when the prisoner Francis 
aimed a desperate blow at him, which Wright avoided by jumping out of 
the way. Somerfield was then observed to pass a silver watch to Francis, 
who immediately made off with it——The prisoner, who made no defence, 
was fully committed for trial.

The determination of the Romans may be conjectured from 
the following in the Italia del Popolo :—*‘ Surround, surround 
Rome with a circle of fire; still Rome will resist as long as she 
retains a spark of life. If we are vanquished, it will be after 
our death!’’ And the Commission of the Barricades has pub- 
lished the following proclamation :—‘‘ General Oudinot pro- 
mised to pay for everything in cash. Let him, therefore, pay 
for the pictures of Raffaelle perforated by French bullets. Let 
him pay for the injury and the insult inflicted on Michael 
Angelo. Napoleon carried off the Italian works of art to Paris, 
but we had at least a compensation in the admiration bestowed 
on them by foreigners. At present the French Government 
invades our territory ; and, 
such is their love for Rome, 
that they wish to destroy 
it.) 

M. Pescantini, late Envoy 
from the Roman Republic 
to the French Government, 
says, in a letter to the Na- 
tional, **I accompanied a 
Frenchman to visit the 
barricades of the Porta del 
Popolo, and, showing him 
the obelisk of Sesostris, the 
most ancient in the world, 
I could not avoid saying to 
him, ‘ Look at this obelisk 
—it is extremely old. It 
is, we are told, 6000 years 
old, but it never witnessed 
any infamy equal to that 
of the conduct of the Go- 
vernment of the French 
Republic against the Ro- 
man Republic!” 

These quotations will 
clearly explain the feelings 
of extreme virulence which 
instigate the Romans in 
defence of what they term 
their ‘‘ National rights.”

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS., 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

Our President has anything but a bed of roses. He pays the 
penalty of his high position, and has to bear the brunt of more 
virulent opposition than any other country could parallel, The 
mixture of the monkey and the tiger in the Proudhons and their 
clique is more and more manifest; and in the savage proposition 
to impeach the President and his Ministers, they have exhibited 
all their most detestable qualities. The last number of the 
Démocratie Pacifique was seized at its office, at the Post-office, and 
in the public streets—and very properly, too—for its rabid article 
on this new topic. 

Soon after I despatched my last it became known that the 
utmost efforts were made by the secret societies to get up a 
hostile manifestation, and that it would have inevitably taken place 
if even 10,000 men could have been induced to descend into the 
streets; but that all the efforts of the ruffian leaders were useless, 
owing to the indisposition of the majority of the people to renew a 
conflict which has already cost them so dear. In truth, Paris has 
once more escaped a great danger. Men wearing scarfs were 
seen to appear numerously in the streets, enticing the working 
people on to the Boulevards, and imposing upon the army. But 
courage was wanting at the moment of execution. Lagrange was 
right when he said to some of his colleagues, ‘‘If I go down into 
the streets you will not follow me.’ The postponement must be 
considered as a defeat; for dead conspiracies are never resuscitated. 
In these painful agonies in which the Revolutionists make us live, 
there are two just causes of confidence—the want of courage in the 
chiefs; and the defection of that portion of the working men who 
are averse to pillage and to a new revolution, and who wish no 
longer to be made stepping-stones for the ambitious. The energy 
of General Changarnier causes great hesitation in the camp of the 
Revolutionists. They know that he, at all events, is not the man 
to lose twenty-four hours in ruminating over a plan of concen- 
tration, but will, at once, take the most energetic measures for 
repressing every attempt at riot. ; 

The cholera has been mowing down its hundreds here. The 
celebrated Madame Recamier, and Madame de Rumigny, the wife 
of the general, Louis Philippe’s attached friend, have just died: 
the former, of this terrible scourge. 

The President has been personally assaulted. A few days ago, 
as he was out riding near Suresnes, a man named Bourreau, livin 
at Passy, rushed towards him and struck his horse a violent blow 
on the head. He succeeded in escaping, but was retaken next day 
in a wood, where he had concealed himself. It was ascertained 
that he had sold a carabine to a dealer named Bacherot, Boulevard 
de Monceau, 34. The police went there to seize the carabine, and, 
to their surprise, discovered a perfect arsenal, there being not fewer 
than 200 muskets, 400 swords, blunderbusses, and even small cannon, 
secreted in the house. All these weapons were seized, and Bacherot 
was arrested. But desperadoes are by no means scarce here. 

During the féte last week, the police agents recognised a well- 
known forgat, named Godmus, just liberated from the bagne at 
Brest. He was attired with great elegance, and wore the ribbon 
of the Legion of Honour. Knowing that he was of extraordinary 
strength, and that he carried arms, all the police agents rushed on 
him at once. The man succeeded in drawing a pistol from his 
pocket, but it was wrested from him. A struggle then took place, 
in the course of which he bit off a finger of one of the officers. 
Finding that he was about to be overpowered he cried to the crowd 
that he was an insurgent of June, and entreated them not to allow 
a political offender to be ill treated. He was, however, secured, 
and taken to the Prefecture. A pistol loaded to the mouth, a 
dagger, and a knife, were found on him, as were also some papers, 
which, it was rscertained, had been taken from the residence of a 
M. Porchereau, Rue St. Antoine, where a burglary had been com- 
mitted. At the bagne the prisoner was an object of terror to his 
fellow-convicts, and shortly after his release he attempted to murder 
a gentleman named Rondeau. 

Paris is perfectly quiet to-day, and the elections have so far 
terminated comfortably. 

An opera in four acts, and of extraordinary merit, has just been 
produced at Weimar, composed by his Royal Highness the Duke 
of Saxe Coburg Gotha, entitled “‘ oder die Vergeltung.”

CHARITY AND JUSTICE. 


THERE are no two qualities more confounded than those whose 
names we have placed at the head of this article. Wherever 
law does not compel our acts, we conccive them to be volun- 
tary ; and what is not enforced by act of Parliament, proceeds, 
according to our notions, from the mere bounty of the indi- 
vidual. But this is a great blunder. Whatever we can do for 
the benefit of others, we are bound to do, because the interests 
of all classes, and of every individual, are mutually dependent 
on one another; and there is no comfort or privilege we enjoy 
but is derived as mueh from the exertions of others as from 
our own. The wealth which glitters around us, in every 
imaginable form of splendour, was created by the poverty from 
whose rags or disease we avert our eyes in disgust. It arose 
out of the industry of men and women, for whose age we have 
provided the workhouse; and yet the name of pauper is, in 
the minds of the ignorant—a larger class than is generally 
supposed a term of reproach, The loaf of bread is” doled 
out to him as if he were an encumbrance, and not a man 
receiving from his country the ‘ u1Re’’ WHICH HE HAS EARNED 
WITH HI§ LABOUR. 

These notions, however, are going out. We only look for 
them amongst the vulgar end the ignorant, both high and low, 
And in the honour of producing a better state of opinions, we 
know of no man who has so large a share as the Prince 
Consort ‘The speech of his Royal Highness, delivered at the 
Hanover-square Rooms on Wednesday last, will be read with 
a respect for the spirit of manliness which it breathes through- 
out, as well as for those great results which we may look to 
see flow from his illustrious patronage. The occasion was a 
meeting on behalf of the ‘* United Servants’ Provident and 
Benevolent Society,”’—a society founded to enable domestic ser- 
vants to secure annuitics for themselves in old age on Government 
security ; endowments Sor their children at fourteen or twenty-one 
years of age; a sum of money at death to cover the expense of 
burial ; a home for female servants out of place ; a model lodging- 
house for maie servants ; and to establish a public registry. 

‘The object,’ said the Prince, ‘ for which we have met here 
this day is not one of charity! Our object in meeting here is 
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to afford friendly assistance and advice to a large and import- 
ant class of our fellow-countrymen—the domestic servants 
of this country. (Cheers.) Who would not feel the deepest 
interest in the welfare of the domestic servant? Whose heart 
would fail to sympathize with those who minister to us for all 
the wants of daily life, who attend us during sickness, who 
receive us upon our first appearance in this world, and extend 
their care even to our mortal remains?” (Loud cheers, ) 

These are words which do more men honour than rank does 
them; and it is the fact that, whenever occasion offers, his 
Royal Highness never fails to stand forward and speak out like 
a man of heart as well as understanding ; it is that fact, more 
than his dignified position, which has procured for him the 
love as well as the respect of his adopted country. 

We cannot in our limited space do more than allude to the 
treasurer’s report. In it will be found the necessities which 
have given rise to the society, as well as its past transactions 
and hopes for the future. But we earnestly recommend every 
housekeeper to acquaint herself with the particulars of this 
society ;* and we apply to them the words which Prince Albert 
addressed to the meeting as it was about to separate :—* Let 
me remind you that upon you it depends to make the words 
which have fallen on this occasion ‘realities of life,’ and to 
carry into effect those recommendations which have fallen from 
this platform.” 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, their lordships went into 
committee on the Irish Rate-in-Aid Bill, and, after one or two 
amendments had been agreed to, the bill passed through com- 
mittee. ° 

On Tuesday, Lord Stanley called the attention of Earl Grey to 
the alarming accounts which had arrived from Canada.—Earl Grey 
replied, that he had received a despatch from Lord Elgin, which 
would be laid before the House when it next met. It would appear 
from that communication that Lord Elgin had acted throughout 
with his accustomed judgment and good sense, and that, although 
a riot of a very aggravated nature had certainly taken place at Mon- 
treal, there was no reason to apprehend a war of races.—The Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, in answer to Lord Brougham, stated that, 
though considerable bodies of Russian troops had crossed the 
Austrian frontier at the request of the Austrian Government, he 
did not think, under the circumstances, that England was bound 
to interfere in the matter. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, on the order of the day 
for going into committee on the Land Improvement and Drainage 
(Ireland) Bill, Mr. Roebuck seized the opportunity, as the fittest, 
to express his opinion regarding the policy of the Government 
towards Ireland.—The Parliamentary Oaths Bill was proceeded 
with.—Lord Palmerston obtained leave to bring in a bill to legalize 
marriages in the houses of British Consuls abroad. 

On Tuesday, Lord John Russell, in reply to a question put by 
Mr. Herries, stated that a despatch had been received, about an 
hour before, from the Governor-General of Canada, relative to the 
serious events which had occurred at Montreal, and that this docu- 
ment should be laid before the House with the least possible delay. 

On Wednesday the Canada papers were laid upon the table, and 
gave rise to much conversation.—Lord J. Russell gave notice that 
on Friday he would move the expulsion of Mr. S. O’Brien. 

On Thursday, Mr. Hudson, Mr. Waddington, and Mr. Bagshaw 
defended themselves against the allegations which had been made 
against them by certain Railway Boards. 


RIOTS IN CANADA. 

The turbulent spirit which has for the last twelve months so 
seriously affected the quiet of all Europe, except our own loved 
country, and which, unhappily, appears still to be far from a state 
of repose, has been wafted by the late prevalent east winds to the 
comparatively tranquil regions of the west; and Montreal, though 
in a far less degree than the capital of the old world, has seen in its 
streets something of the riot and disturbance which have prevailed 
in Paris and elsewhere. The House of Assembly has been burned, 
and the Governor, the representative of her Majesty, has been 
pelted with stones and—with less honourable missiles—eggs; one 
of the former struck his head, one of the latter his cheek. We are, 
however, fortunately enabled to state that no lives were lost. Pre- 
viously to giving an account of this deplorable émeute we will, for 
the sake of those readers whose recollection of events which took 
place twelve years ago may not be very clear, briefly relate the cir- 
cumstances which led to the passing of the bill which caused the 
present outbreak. 

As long since, then, as 1837 a rebellion broke out in Lower 
Canada, originating with a party hostile to the British Government. 
The then governor, aided by the troops and the loyal inhabitants 
of the upper province, proceeded against the rebels, and in a few 
days suppressed the rebellion, The rebels, chiefly French Cana- 
dians, were beaten at all points, and their property, as was the 
necessary consequence of the war, received great injury from the 
fire of the Queen’s troops. Some houses were destroyed, others 
seriously damaged. Shortly after this the two provinces were 
united, and a constitution established as analogous to our own as 
the circumstances of the colony would admit. The result of this 
was that the French party, as it was called, obtained a superiority 
of members in the House of Assembly, and it was thought aesirable 
that an act should be passed giving pecuniary recompense to those 
whose property suffered by the rebellion of 1837-8; a Dill was 
accordingly proposed, and carried by large majorities in the two 
branches of the local Parliament: the British section, as it has 
been unfortunately denominated, being in the minority. The bill 
provided that compensation should be made to those whose property 
suffered, and of course among this number were many who had an 
actual share in the rebellion. It is alleged, and probably with 
truth, that the victorious party in 1837-8 did, after the rebellion 
was put down, wantonly fire houses and destroy property; and for 
this uncalled-for destruction a compensation was more especially 
calledfor. In order to give an opportunity for future revision of 
the bill at home, no money can be paid under it fora considerable 

eriod; so that, to quote the words of Lord Elgin’s despatch, “ Her 

ajesty’s power of disallowance can be exercised with effect, should 
her Majesty be so advised, notwithstanding the course which I 
have taken.” 

With these preliminary remarks we proceed to give a condensed 
account of the late transaction from the despatch of Lord Elgin to 
Lord Grey :— ee 

‘“« My Lord,—I regret to state that rioting, attended with some 
consequences much to be regretted, though happily with no injury 
to life, or, except in one instance, to person, has taken place in the 
city of Montreal during the last few days. 

“In consequence of the unexpected arrival of vessels with 
merchandise at the port of Quebec, it became necessary for me to 
proceed, on a short notice, to Parliament, in order to give the royal 
assent toa Custom Bill which had that day passed the Legislative 
Council; and to dispose, at the same time, of the other acts in 
which the two branches of the local Parliament had at an earlier 
period of the session concurred, and which still awaited my decision. 


* Persons addressing to Mr. Chester, treasurer of the United 
Servants’ Provident and Benevolent Society, will be put in the way 
of every necessary information. 
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Among these was the act to provide for the indemnification of 
parties in Lower Canada whose property was destroyed during the 
rebellion in 1837 and 1838, with respect to which, as your lordship 
is aware, much excitement has unhappily been stirred. 

‘‘ When I left the House of Parliament, after giving the royal 
assent to these bills, I was received with mingled cheers and hoot- 
ings by a crowd, by no means numerous, which surrounded the 
entrance to the building. A small knot of individuals, consisting, 
it has since been ascertained, of persons of a respectable class in 
society, pelted the carriage with missiles which they must have 
brought with them for the purpose. Within an hour after this 
occurrence a notice, of which I enclose a copy, issued from one of 
the newspaper offices, calling a meeting in the open air. At the 
meeting inflammatory speeches were made. Ona sudden, whether 
under the effect of momentary excitement, or in pursuance of a plan 
arranged beforehand, the mob proceeded to the House of Parlia- 
ment, where the members were still sitting, and, breaking the 
windows, set fire to the building, and burned it to the ground. By 
this wanton act public property of considerable value, including two

excellent libraries, has been utterly destroyed. Having achieved 
their object, the crowd dispersed, apparently satisfied with what they 
had done. The members were permitted to retire unmolested, and 
no resistance was offered to the military, who appeared on the 
ground, after a brief interval, to restore order and aid in extinguish- 
ing the flames. During the two following days a good deal of 
excitement prevailed in the streets, and some further acts of incen- 
diarism were perpetrated. Since then the military force has been 
increased, and the leaders of the disaffected party have shown a 
disposition to restrain their followers, and to direct their energies 
towards the more constitutional object of petitioning the Queen for 
my recal, andthe disallowance of the obnoxious Dill.” 

The following particulars, being a little more in detail than could 
be given in a Government despatch, will show the tone and manner 
of the proceedings :—

The works of Elmore and Egg are amongst the foremost, in this 
year’s collection, in point of interest of subject and talent in execu- 
tion. The former exhibits a very powerful picture, No. 23, ‘ Reli- 
gious Controversy in the Time of Louis XIV.’ It represents one 
of those theological disputes, so common to that period, with great 
effect. The composition is well arranged; the colouring rich and 
harmonious. The figures are also well drawn, and the various 
expressions of the characters finely conceived and executed. 

Mr. Egg’s large picture of ‘Henrietta Maria in Distress, relieved 
by Cardinal De Retz,’ is equally well painted, and every way worthy 
of his rising reputation; and his smaller performance, No. 473, 
‘Launce’s Substitute for Proteus’s Dog,’ is quite a masterpiece of 
art. Landseer never painted a more intelligent animal. The 
figures are gracefully arranged, and the whole picture is most 
exquisitely finished. 

We miss from the walls the talented pencil of Maclise, and also 
have to regret that Mulready has nothing to support his high posi-

This is a truly noble specimen of Mr. Herbert’s great 
powers, and every way worthy of the distinguished position it is 
destined to occupy. The other, No. 489, ‘The Outcast of the 
People,’ is a work in the highest walk ofart. The subject depicted 
is Christ in the wilderness. ‘The foxes have holes, the birds of 
the air nests, but the Son of Man hath not where to lay his head.” 
In the treatment of this sublime subject the artist displays deep 
thought and fine feeling. It is night in the desert. The dusky 
shapes around are indistinctly visible. Above is the dark blue sky 
sparkling with stars. These are but accessories to the figure, 
seated in the left foreground of the picture in profound resignation. 
The solitude of the scene is vividly realized, and the picture is cal- 
culated to make a lasting impression on the minds of all who stand 
before the picture in contemplation of the sufferings and privations 
of the great Apostle of Truth and the Saviour of fallen man. 


We are sorry we cannot say much in favour of Mr. Patten’s 
large work, ‘The Destruction of Idolatry in England.’ Some of 
the figures are well drawn, and the colouring is good, particularly 
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in parts; but the arrangement of the whole composition is unsatis- 
factory, and the drawing of the horse very inferior. 

Mr. D. Roberts exhibits a very large painting of ‘ The Destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem by Titus ;’ and it is remarkable for the skill and 
knowledge, not only of its wonderful architectural details, but for 
the spirit and animation thrown into the attack of the Roman 
legions. 

Ar. E. M. Ward has a very clever picture of‘ Daniel Defoe, and 
the Manuscript of Robinson Crusoe.’ Hazlitt says :—‘‘ The manu- 
script of ‘ Robinson Crusoe’ passed through the whole circle of 
the trade before it could find a purchaser; when at length 
accepted, the sale was so immediate and rapid, that no less than 
four editions were published in as many months.” Booksellers 
are not always the best judges of what will take with the public. 
The writer of this knows for a fact that the popular periodical of 
Punch was offered to almost every influential publisher in Lon- 
don, and not one was at the time of opinion that such a work could 
succeed; it has since then, besides paying the highest prices for 
literary and artistic talent, realized for the proprietors £10,000 per 
annum ! 

There are many other pictures, as also portraits and landscape 
subjects, in this collection of great merit, which we must leave till 
another opportunity.

tli them NAVAL FEMALE ScHooL.—The annual meeting 
Aaa’ Roo, Of this institution was held on Saturday last, at 
i, Raya; MS. Earl Manners presided, and was supported by 
oy Sir cers, including Earl Waldegrave, Lord Colchester, 
Yo Cane Coghill Coghill, Rear-Admiral Sir Charles Malcolm, 
‘peable epetain F, Maude, &c. After a few observations from 
tha, man, the secretary read the report, from which it 
the operations of the committee had been attended 
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with unusual success during the past year. His Grace the Duke of 
Northumberland had become a donor to the amount of £100, and 
had accepted the office of vice-patron. The Duchess of North- 
umberland had also extended her patronage to the institution, and 
had become one of the vice-patronesses, as well as a member of the 
iadies’ committee. The establishment at Richmond contained 83 
inmates, orphans of officers of various grades in the Royal Navy 
and Marines; 56 of the pupils were on the establishment, at the 
reduced charge of twelve guineas per annum; and 27 were paying 
thirty guineas per annum. At the last annual election, held last 
June, 9 out of 34 candidates were elected into the school. Since 
the election three of the unsuccessful candidates had succeeded to 
vacancies. The committee had determined upon placing the 
children of naval engineers within the same rule which extended to 
the other ranks of the Navy, agreeably to recent regulations of the 
Board of Admiralty. According to the financial statement, the 
total receipts for the year amounted to £4259. 18s., which included 
annual subscriptions, £1277. Payments by pupils, £1539, &c. 
Deducting the expenditure, a balance of £562. 10s. remained in 
hand. The report, as well as resolutions in accordance, were agreed 
to, and the meeting separated. 


THE City Warp Scnuoots.—On Sunday the Lord 
Mayor, sheriffs, under-sheriffs, and their ladies, attended divine 
service in full state at the church of Allhallows, Barking, in the 
ward of Tower, to hear a sermon preached by the Right Rev. the 
Lord Bishop of London, in aid of the funds of the charity schools 
of the said ward, when the munificent sum of £150 was collected. 
In this school 120 children of both sexes are clothed and educated, 
and within the last two years the directors have added to this insti- 
tution an infant school, wherein sixty children, from three to seven 
years of age, are received and prepared for the senior schools, and 
are thus prevented from swelling the number of poor children who 
infest our streets and increase the sad calendars of our criminal 
courts. 


St. BARTHOLOMEW’s HospiTAL.—The annual review of 
the patients of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital took place last week by 
the governors, accompanied by several distinguished visitors, who 
were highly gratified with the extreme cleanliness of the wards, 
the comforts of the poor patients, and the general excellent con- 
dition of the hospital. In 1848 the number of patients relieved 
amounted to 71,573, of which 5826 were in-patients. 


Mount St. Bernarv Hospice, AND LEICESTER- 
SQUARE SOUP-KITCHEN.—We regret to hear that the committee 
connected with this valuable institution will be under the painful 
necessity of withholding all further relief to the poor, in conse- 
quence of the funds being completely exhausted. Hundreds of dis- 
tressed and truly deserving families will, therefore, be deprived of 
this timely succour, upon which they have for some period solely 
depended; and, unless the benevolent extend their immediate aid 
to enable the committee to continue the work of charity, a vast 
number of our fellow-creatures must eventually sink from actual 
want.

Ten THousanp Pounps ror A Free ScHoot.—The 
town of Dudley is likely to have a good free school, through the 
liberality of the late Mr. D. Parsons, of that town. That gentle- 
man bequeathed £10,000, to be paid after the death of his sister, 
for establishing and supporting a school for the education of poor 
boys and girls (the children of parishioners of the town, or residin 
within four miles), in writing, reading, arithmetic, sewing, an 
knitting, and in clothing the same boys and girls, who are to be 
supplied every Sunday with a penny loaf and a small piece of 
cheese. The testator’s sister having died a fortnight ago, the 
school will, it is expected, soon be in operation. 


Seizure oF Firearms ar Huutu.—A few days since 
the officers of her Majesty’s Customs at Hull seized no a than 
eleven cases, said to contain nearly 300 stand of firearms, that 
were brought for shipment on board one of the steamers to Ham- 
burg; no doubt intended for the Germans or Danes. 


Tue Murpers sy Poison 1n Sussex.—On Tuesday at 
nine o’clock, the coroner’s inquiry concerning these mysterious 
murders by poisoning was formally resumed. Benjamin Geer- 
ing, the son, who survived the dose of poison administered to 
him, it is said, by his mother, Mary Ann Geering, was called and 
examined. Frederick Fermagan, wheelwright, living at Rye, 
deposed to hearing very bad expressions on the part of the 
woman Geering towards the ‘‘old man,” the deceased; they 
frequently quarrelled about money matters—the “ old man” com- 
plaining of her conduct in squandering his money, and he had 
frequently heard her say that she wished he might be brought home 
dead. Jane Eaton’s testimony was to the same effect. 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


MELANCHOLY AccipENT.—According to the Sherborne 
Journal, as aman named James Dance was washing sheep belong- 
ing to Mr. S. R. Williams, in the river Lugg, near to Marden 
Church, the sheep which he was then washing slipped out of his 
arms and proceeded to cross the river to the opposite bank. The 
unfortunate man went to follow the animal, when he was drawn 
into a whirlpool, and immediately sank to rise no more. Two men, 
named William Barber and James Newton, and two of deceased’s 
children, were present when the accident occurred, and Barber, in 
a gallant attempt to rescue the deceased, had a narrow escape of 
his own life. Deceased was a sober, industrious, and respectable 
man, and has left a wife and six small children, 


Fata Ficut, AND SUDDEN Dearu or a Juror.—On 
Monday afternoon last two navigators quarrelled in % public-house 
at Bowling, near Bradford, when they turned out into the street to 
fight the matter out. One of them kicked the other so dreadfully 
that he died the next day; and, at the inquest held on Tuesday 
evening, the jury returned a verdict of * Manslaughter ” against 
the survivor, who was committed to York Castle for trial. Imme- 
diately after the inquest the jury xetired to get some refreshments, 
and whilst so engaged one of them, a Mr. Thomas Houldsworth, 
suddenly fell from his chair, and, ere he could be conveyed to his 
own house, the vita! spark had fled. 


DreatTH FROM THE ATTACK oF A BuLyi.—We regret 
(says an Ayr paper) to have to report the lamentable death of Mr. 
M‘Caig, farmer, Kilhilt, who, having gone out to see a bull which 
he had ina park on his farm, the animal suddenly gave chase, 
and, before Mr. M‘Caig could get out of the way, reached him, 
and tossed him into the air. Some one, observing the accident, 
immediately lent assistance ; but, on Mr. M‘Caig being raised, he 
was found to be dead.

Cuurcn on Fire.—On Tuesday an alarming fire broke 
out at the parish church of Buckfastleigh, which is situated about 
half a mile from Salisbury. Mr. Henry Tucker, of Down Farm, 
near Ashburton, in riding along the road by the side of the church- 
yard, perceived a volume of smoke issuing from the vestry window. 
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This was about eleven o’clock ; he immediately rode to Buckfast- 
leigh and gave the alarm, and a great number of persons were 
speedily on the spot and rendered efficient service. The vestry, 
with the eastern part of the church and communion, has received 
great injury. The valuable records contained in the parish chest 
are entirely destroyed, &c. This, it is not doubted, is the work of 
some villanous incendiary, as it appears that the church was 
entered at one of the windows by breaking a quantity of glass, 


Fire at Canonmiuus. — On Saturday morning last, 
about one o’clock, considerable alarm was felt in different quarters 
of Edinburgh, caused by the reflection, apparently, of some great fire 
towards the northern outskirts of the city. This arose from a con- 
flagration which had suddenly burst forth in one of the engine and 
carriage sheds of the Edinburgh and Northern Railway at Canon- 
mills. The origin of the accident could not be traced. The loss 
amounts to about £500.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
The Lottery of Marriage. A Novel, in 3vols. By Mrs. Trollope. 


Colburn. 

We briefly alluded to this book in our last number, and we 
now return to it confirmed in the impression that it is not the 
best novel we have had from the same pen. The style is dif- 
fuse, and the characters not new; yet there is force in the 
dressing up of old materials, and perhaps it is not fair to expect 
more in these book-making days. A Dickens or a Thackeray 
are accidents that befal us but once in an age; nor can we 
command a Mrs. Gore or Ellis at every turn.. We look in vain 
here for the cutting point of the former, or the poetical common 
sense of the latter. But it is only justice to repeat that Mrs. 
Trollope has written better novels than this. 

To detail the plot would be to anticipate whatever interest 
these three volumes may possess for our readers; we therefore 
turn back to the first volume for an extract, which may be 
accepted as a fair specimen of the best passages. Charles and 
Fanny Thornton are endeavouring to find a path over the Cliff 
(Dover) down to the beach. There is a similar and infinitely 
finer effect produced in “The Antiquary;’’ but then—Scott 
wrote ‘The Antiquary ” :— 

‘¢ For a short time they made some zig-zag progress downwards 
safely enough, but long ere they reached the bottom they discovered 
that the appearance which Charles had mistaken for a path was 
but an accidental patch of barrenness, and that nothing less sure 
and light-footed than a goat could either get up or get down from 
the spot where they then stood, without some difficulty and some 
danger. 

et My darling Fanny!’ said the boy, looking anxiously in her 
face, ‘you must not get frightened, orI shall get frightened too. 
I can’t bear to leave you, for fear I should not be able to get back 
to you again ; and yet, perhaps, the best thing to do would be for 
me to explore a little, both up and down, in order to find out what 
would be safest for you. What shall Ido, Fanny? Stay or go?’ 

‘¢ “Stay, Charles! I don’t feel much frightened as long as we are 
together; but Ithink I should feel very giddy if I had not your 
arm to lean upon.’ 

‘¢ ¢ Hold fast, then, Fanny! Give me your parasol,—never mind 
the sun! You must have your other hand ready to catch at the 
bushes when you can find them, and even at the long grass, or a 
jutting fragment of stone, if you find you are slipping.’ 

‘‘ Fanny gave up her parasol, clung firmly to her brother’s arm, 
and very literally obeyed his instructions by catching at everything 
which presented itself that might keep her steady in her downward 
path. In this manner they proceeded, not without difficulty, but 
without accident, to within about fifty feet of the path that ran 
along the bottom of the cliff; but here they were obliged to pause, 
and take counsel together, as to what they were to do next, for at 
this point their situation became rather embarrassing. To turn 
back again now was of course not to be thought of, and the fifty 
feet which separated them from the point they wished to reach 
presented what was pretty nearly a perpendicular precipice. 

‘‘ Charles now felt thoroughly frightened, and positively turned 
pale as he looked over the precipice upon the very verge of which 
his precious Fanny stood. Not contented with feeling the close 
pressure of her arm, he threw his own around her, and held her 
tight, fixing his own feet as he did so with all possible firmness on 
the morsel of pretty nearly level ground on which they stood. 

‘‘ Had he been alone, he could easily, by the help of his sailor 
habits and youthful agility, have scrambled his way along till some 
spot, offering a less perilous descent, presented itself. But the 
situation, which would have been but a joke without her, was 
becoming every moment more seriously alarming with her, for she 
trembled from head to foot, and as he felt this he trembled too. 

‘For a few minutes, which seemed to them like so many hours, 
they remained thus, without speaking a word; and then Charles 
had the great comfort of descrying the figure of a gentleman 
parading along the beach, so nearly in a line with them as to give 
him hopes of making his voice heard by him. 

‘* He immediately uttered a long stout halloo, the result of which 
was that the gentleman immediately stood still and looked up, and 
at one and the same instant the brother and sister recognised 
Augustus Oglevie, and Augustus Oglevie recognised them! 

‘‘ He instantly approached as near to the cliff as he could do, 
without permitting it to shield him from their sight, and this 
enabled him very soon to comprehend the perilous nature of their 
position. No sooner was this accomplished by the gestures and 
the partly intelligible words of Charles, than Fanny suddenly 
became more inclined to bless than bewail the danger which beset 
her; for it was quite impossible not to interpret aright the various 
eloquent gesticulations by which Augustus expressed the agonizing 
alarm with which it inspired him. — 

‘‘ For a moment he stood with his clasped hands pressed against 
his forehead, evidently meditating what steps he should take in the 
terrible emergency; then suddenly changing his attitude, and 
using his two hands as a speaking trumpet, he vociferated the 
words ‘Stand still,’ and instantly disappeared within the shelter 
of the cliff. : 

‘Charles, greatly comforted, prepared himself to obey; while 
Fanny, now quivering with delight, rather than trembling any 
longer from fear, began to fancy that the standing still as a statue 
upon the verge of a precipice was one of the most delicious 
Sensations in the world. 

“The feeling of comfort, and the feeling of delight also, began, 
however, to wear off a little, before they either saw or heard any 
more of the individual who had excited both; but, ere their patience 
was SO much exhausted as to lead them to disobey the injunction 
they had received to remain in statu quo, a voice was heard, not 
from below, but considerably above them; and, upon looking up, 
they perceived a man in the garb of a common labourer, standing 
about twenty feet above their heads, with a coil of stout rope in his 
hands. 

‘“‘ The place on which he stood was one of comparative security ; 
so much so, indeed, that, had the ascent back to it been less difficult, 
Charles would before have proposed returning to it, for the purp ose 
of deliberating more at their ease, upon the possibility of getting 
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upon a safer track. But the side of the cliff was so very steep at 
this point, that how they got safely down from the level upon which 
the man stood, to the far narrower space upon which they were 
themselves stationed, was a wonder; and the climbing up it again 
had seemed to him an enterprise quite beyond the power of Fanny 
to achieve. 

‘“‘But the case was greatly altered when the man above them, 
having arranged a sliding noose at the end of his rope, cast it down 
to them with so much skill as to bring it to their feet; his voice at 
the same time instructing them to pass the noose over the head and 
arms of the young miss, so as to enable her to arrange it round her 
waist. 

‘«« Now then, climb away, miss!’ he cried, as soon as this 
operation was performed, ‘and I will have you standing alongside 
of me in a minute, steep as it looks; and then you and I, between 
us, will haul up the young gentleman after.’ 

“Fanny obeyed without a moment’s delay, and, with scarcely 
more exertion on her part than might have been required to walk 
across a room, she found herself in good truth standing alongside 
her new friend. 

‘‘The subsequent part of the engagement was performed with 
equal facility, and the brother and sister again stood, arm in arm; 
the ocean apparently at their feet, and a hill, very like a wall, behind 
them. But at their side stood their stout ally with his stout rope, 
and this made a prodigious difference. 

‘¢¢ We had best grapple the young woman again,’ said the man, 
suiting the action to the word, and throwing the noose again round 
the waist of Fanny. 

‘¢¢ And then, if you will follow us, young master, and just mind 
your footing a little, I think I can show you the way to the beach 
safe enough.’ 

‘‘ And, sure enough, the experienced cragsman, who was a fowler 
by profession, piloted them into a path which, if they had had the 
luck to find it themselves, might have been traversed very safely 
even by Fanny, without the assistance of any rope at all.”

Such works as these 
must tend greatly to the advancement of sound musical taste.

2s. 6d. Scotland’s Quadrilles, price 3s. The Swiss Alpine Waltz, 
price 3s. And How fine has the Day been, price 2s. 6d. All 
published by S. H. Webb, 33, Soho-square.—The march and waltz, 
by Edward Hetz, are very spirit-stirring, and, at the same time, 
melodious. The ‘‘ Scotland’s Quadrilles’’ is a selection of Scotch 
airs, arranged in the quadrille form, by R. Macpherson, and answer 
the intended purpose very well. They will be useful to players who 
have not attained the proficiency of a Thalberg. ‘‘ The Swiss 
Alpine Waltzes,” by C. A. Caspar. There are four waltzes in the 
set: three in the key of A flat, and one in E flat. They are com- 
posed in the true Strauss style, and are very pleasing. Some young 
ladies will require a little practice before they can play them per- 
fectly ; but the practice will be fully rewarded by the pleasing effect 
of these dances when well executed. ‘‘ How fine has the Day been.” 
The words by Dr. Watts. Composed by Helen Webb. The words 
of this song possess a charming religious feeling, and have been set 
to music with much taste and feeling by the fair composer. We 
should have preferred a slower time than that marked: andantino 
would be better; and the last bar but one of the symphony should 
be altered; as it now stands, the full harmony of G, followed by 
that of E minor, causes fifths ; and the B ascending to the C in the 
treble, as the B in the bass ascends to the C, forms octaves. 

Song of Night. Composed by S. A. Heward. Levesque, Ed- 
meades, and Co., Cheapsice. Price 2s.—How seldom is it our for- 
tunate lot to have the pleasure of calling any new musical compo- 
sition original; but in this charming song we may justly say there 
is originality, and not at the sacrifice of melody. We have not for 
along time reviewed a work which has better claitha to praise. 

The Elfin Farewell. Duet.- Words by H. W. Godfrey; com- 
posed by William Wilson. Price 2s. Duncombe and Moon, 17, 
Holborn.—A very pleasing composition, and capable of producing 
an excellent effect. In the eighth bar of the voice part, page 1, the 
accompaniment is wrong: the double notes E G should be F A; 
and in page 3, bar 9, the harmony on the G sharp in the bass should 
be the diminished seventh on that note; thus, the E sharp should 
have been F natural. The voice, too, should not touch the G sharp, 
because it forms octaves with the bass. There should be a pause 
over the voice parts in the last bar of page 3, as well as over the 
accompaniment.

DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 

[The two bonnets and the cap given in this day’s illustrations 
of Fashion are furnished by Mrs. Barnard, milliner and court 
dressmaker, 124, Mount-street, Grosvenor-square. ] 

Fig. 1. Carriage Costume,—This elegant dress is suited to a 
féte champétre, a flower show, or any of the fashionable outdoor 
amusements which are of frequent occurrence during the 
months of May and June. The dress is of azure blue crape or 
tarletane, over a silk slip of the same colour. The skirt has 
three rather deep flounces, scalloped at the edges, finished with 
a bordering of white embroidery, and ornamented with em- 
broidered sprigs either in silk or cotton.

In truth, a Frenchwoman’s ideas of country 
are quite realized by the long alleys of the Bois de Boulogne and 
the trim groves of the Tuileries. At the same time they do not 
object to transfer the country to the town.

drive, abuse, or torture any ani- 
mal, every such offender shall 
forfeit and pay a penalty for each 
offence, not exceeding £5. The 
bill further provides that to em- 
ploy any animal while labouring 
under any disease or injury, or to 
employ it in any work which is 
manifestly beyond its strength, is 
to be deemed an abuse of the act.

of the great Baron Rothschild, 
and grandmother of the present 
baron, was received by Messrs.

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A NEW SAFETY-LAMP FOR COLLIERS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE LADY’S NEWSPAPER AND PICTORIAL 
TIMES. 

Sir,—I humbly beg the favour of your inserting these remarks 
in some corner of your well-conducted paper; believing that you 
are at all times willing to oblige your correspondents by accepting 
communications of public interest. I should be proud, indeed, if 
I could devise a means of preventing explosions in collieries; so 
many, and such terrible ones, have so lately occurred that it must 
be admitted it is desirable to prevent them. One great cause 
producing these awful accidents is, the want of a lamp that shall 
be quite safe, and give enough light for the colliers to work by. I 
will now shortly describe a lamp which seems to me (when well 
made) likely to answer, I am sure it would be safe; I think it 
would give sufficient light; and also that it could be made for 
little money. If you can spare room for engraving the sketch 
enclosed I should be glad. It represents the 
proposed lamp, which is quite of new construc- 
tion, I am convinced. A is a tin globular oil- 
vessel; B, a conical stem for fixing the lamp in 
a candlestick, &c.; C, a border for supporting a 
movable tin shade, H; D, the feeder, with a 
screwcap attached; #, a fire fixed in, by which 
the wick may be raised, lowered, and trimmed; 
F, a wire-gauze cylinder which screws and un- 
screws, and completely envelops the flame, and 
is covered at the crown with a disc of wire gauze, 
which will allow light to pass upwards as well 
as sideways; G, the wire handle by which the 
lamp can be hung up; JH, a tin shade to be 
affixed when the lamp is placed:in a draught 
of air, to keep off the wind. A small burner 
will do, of the usual construction. The lamp 
should be large enough to contain oil for a 
day’s consumption, so that when filled and 
lighted in the morning it need not be opened 
again during the day. Supposing every fiery 
pit to be supplied with such lamps, and every 
collier to use one, I dare say that explosions would be no more. 
Any of your readers are at liberty to make what they can out

The Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol has given a donation of £200 towards 
the erection of a training establishment for schoolmistresses in his diocese, 
in connection with the diocese of Oxford, which has undertaken to establish 
a training school for masters. 

ORDINATION AT CHESTER—SUDDEN ILLNESS OF THE BisHop.—The 
bishop of the diocese held an ordination in the Cathedral Church on Sunday 
morning last. Prayers were said by the Very Key. the Dean, but the 
service was suddenly interrupted by a most painful occurrence. During the 
chanting of the Venite the bishop was seized witha fainting fit, and sank 
upon the floor of the throne; a great sensation was of course excited ; his 
lordship’s examining chaplain, his secretary, and others immediately went 
to the reverend prelate’s help, and some of the officiating clergy left their 
stalls to send for medical and other assistance. The bishop was taken to 
the palace, and so far recovered afterwards as to be able to re-enter the 
cathedral, and proceed with the whole of the ordination service to the 
Nicene Creed. 

An extensive movement is going on in the principality against the 
appointment of clergy ignorant of the Welsh language.

LAW AND POLICE. 


SMUGGLING. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Foster Newton, extensive milliners, residing at 
No. 9, Dover-street, Piccadilly, London, were summoned at the Dover petty 
sessions, on an information charging them with smuggling, on the 10th of 
April last, one valuable shawl, one lace shawl, and a large quantity of lace, 
&c., value in all £47, 6s,, whereby they rendered thopinelees liable to a 
penalty of treble the value of the goods, viz., £141.—A solicitor of the 
Customs from London appeared to prosecute, but the defendants did not 
attend. ‘Lhe case was, however, proved in their absence, due proof that the 
summons was served upon them, on the 30th of April, having been produced. 
Defendant, it was stated, was in circumstances which required no mitigation, 
being acourt milliner, annually importing large quantities of foreign goods.— 
The bench said, as Mrs. Newton had stated to the officers that she had worn 
the shawl, the treble yalue of which alone amounted to £23. 2s., it would 
not be liable; and, therefore, giving defendant the benefit of this, inflicted a 
penalty of £118, 16s. 


DEEP DISTRESS, 

At Guildhall, a destitute-looking middle-aged man, giving the name of 
William Price, was charged with stealing four pairs of boots from the shop 
of Mr. Kendall, in Long-lane. The poor creature went into the shop and 
solicited alms; being refused, he took up a bundle of blucher boots, and 
resigned himself into custody.—The prisoner, shedding tears, said he had 
intentionally committed the robbery, as he wanted to be sent to prison to 
get some food. He did not get any at the workhouse, for he was sent from 
one parish to another, but at none of them was his right to relief recognised.— 
Eventually, the poor fellow was taken by an officer to the City union, with 
directions from Sir Chapman Marshall for his instant relief. 

THE ROYAL BELGRAVE LYING-IN INSTITUTION. 

At Marlborough-street, Saturday last was fixed by Mr. Hardwick for 
giving judgment in this case. The defendants, James Locke, sen., and his 
three sons, Edwin James, jun., and George Curtis Locke, for conspiring 
together to obtain money by false and fraudulent pretences, were placed at 
the bar.—Mr. Hardwick, after going over the evidence adduced against the 
prisoners, said that, as there would be a great trouble to parties to come 
forward to prosecute in a criminal court, he would summarily convict the 
prisoners; and they were each committed to the House of Correction for 
three months with hard labour.— Mr. Branscombe, the solicitor of the 
prisoners, intimated that he should appeal against the decision.— The 
prisoners, who appeared very much affected at their situation, were then 
removed from the bar. 

ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE BY A FEMALE. 

At Marylebone, Mary Edmunds, a young woman of careworn and dejected 
appearance, and who has acquired a considerable degree of celebrity as a 
tragic actress at the Theatre Royal, Liverpool, was placed at the bar before 
Mr. Long, charged, under circumstances of a most distressing nature, with 
having attempted to terminate her existence by poison. She had stated to 
a witness that her husband was an actor at Leeds, and that he had cruelly 
treated and deserted her; she had lately pledged nearly the whole of ler 
wearing apparel, and upon the proceeds thereof she had for many weeks 
subsisted.—The worthy magistrate asked the prisoner what she had to say 
for herself; and she replied that she was exceedingly sorry for having made 
an attempt upon her own life; her poverty and desertion by her husband had 
driven her to that state of mind that she knew not what she was doing, or 
how to obtain the means of supporting herself; she was now truly penitent, 
and promised faithfully, and in the most fervent manner, that she would 
never make another attempt at self-destruction.—Mrs. Ellis, a truly kind- 
hearted woman, at whose house she had lodged, said that she was willing to 
take charge of the prisoner, and look properly after her, until she could 
obtain the means of providing in some way for herself.—The prisoner, after a 
suitable and most feeling admonition from Mr. Long, was then discharged, 
and left the court with her excellent friend Mrs. Ellis. 


ROBBERY AT ST, PANCRAS WORKHOUSE, 

At Clerkenwell, William Jackson was placed at the bar before Mr. 
Combe for final examination, charged by the directors of the poor of St. 
Pancras with having been concerned in a burglary in St. Pancras Workhouse, 
and stealing twenty sovereigns and £155 in silver money. The parish 
authorities were in attendance, and the court was excessively crowded. 
Mr. Prendergast attended for the prosecution, and Mr. Huddlestone for 
the prisoner. ‘The prisoner was brought from the House of Detention in a 
cabriolet, in avery weakly condition, and was allowed a seat, with his 
injured leg placed horizontally on chairs during the investigation. Several 
witnesses were examined, and, the case for the prosecution having closed, 
Mr. Combe said he should commit the prisoner for trial, and, with the usual 
caution, asked if he would say anything in his defence.— Mr. Huddlestone 
said, if the bench was determined to adopt that course, he would reserve his 
observations and the defence for the prisoner’s trial. ‘The prisoner was, 
accordingly, fully committed for trial. 


DESTITUTION.—ATTEMPTED SUICIDE BY A FEMALE, 

At Southwark, Susan Duffield, a poor emaciated-looking female, was 
placed at the bar, charged with attempting to commit suicide by throwing 
serself into the Thames.—The prisoner was seen by a policeman to rush 
into the river at London-bridge, He followed quickly, and, with assistance, 
was successful in saving her.—The unfortunate prisoner accounted for her 
rashness by declaring she was in great distress. She had tried various 
modes of obtaining a livelihood, but in vain, and life had become a burden 
to her.—Mr, Secker, after observing upon the impropriety of her conduct, 
said he could not let her go unless some one came forward as surety for her 
future good behaviour,—She was sent to Horsemonger-lane, in default of bail. 


A FURIOUS AND DRUNKEN DRIVER. 

At Lambeth, Thomas Wren, a ruffianly-looking fellow, was charged with 
driving, when in a state of drunkenness, a horse in a cart laden with bricks 
in so violent a manner as to endanger the lives of seyeral of her Majesty’s 
subjects, but more particularly those of a little girl and child —Mr. Elliott 
animadverted upon the gross and reckless conduct of the prisoner, and con- 
victed him in a penalty of 40s., or one month’s imprisonment, 


BANK-NOTE ROBBERY, 

At Worship-street, Constance Clare, a rather good-looking young person, 
was finally examined before Mr. Arnold, upon a charge of stealing £25 in 
bank-notes, belonging to Mr. Fossey, a musical string maker in Bethnal- 
green. She was fully committed for trial. 


IMPUDENT ROBBERY. 

At the Thames office, on Saturday last, George Francis, a ruffianly-looking 
young fellow, was charged with aiding and abetting in a robbery, for which 
another man, named Somerfield, was committed on the previous day. It 
appeared that, on the previous Thursday, a Mrs. Brownjohn, residing in 
Wells-street, Wellclose-syuare, saw Somerfield come out of her house. On 
entering she saw the marks of muddy feet on the carpet in the parlour, and 
discovered that a silver watch, which hung on a nail there, was gone, when 
she gave the alarm, and Somerfield was pursued by a painter named Wright, 
and other persons, who found him immediately after, with his cap off, sitting 
between four women, near the Catholic Chapel, in Pennington-street, and 
trying to look as if he had been there for some time. Wright, however, 
recognised him, and was about to secure him, when the prisoner Francis 
aimed a desperate blow at him, which Wright avoided by jumping out of 
the way. Somerfield was then observed to pass a silver watch to Francis, 
who immediately made off with it.—The prisoner, who made no defence, 
was fully committed for trial. 


MATRIMONIAL QUARRELS, 

At the Thames office, Mr. John Myers, formerly a cowkeeper in the 
neighbourhood of Stepney, and now the owner of considerable property in 
the same district, was brought before Mr. Yardley, charged with retusing to 
maintain his wife, Caroline, who is many years his junior, by which he had 
rendered himself liable to be committed as a rogue and vagabond for three 
mouths, and to be kept to hard labour.—Mr. Pelham supported the prosecu- 
tion on behalf of the wife and her stepfather; and Mr. Hooper, a solicitor, 
appeared for the defendant. Evidence having been heard on both sides, Mr. 
Yardley said this case ought not to have come before him at all. The 
solicitor for the prosecution had not made any headway in showing that the 
home provided by defendant for his wife was nota proper one. Nothing 
had been proved, except that both parties were extremely foolish, and if 
they were properly advised, and would make mutual concessions, they might 
be very happy.
